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rs s EGARDING the origin of the ‘ Bibliopegistical Art,” as Dr. Dibdin 
t’ learnedly (or pedantically, if you choose) styles the art of book-binding, we 
shall avail ourselves of the ready-made and convenient expression as applied 

’to the origin of so many other arts ;—it is involved in the darkest obscurity ! 

¢ There is, perhaps, a gleam of twilight too weak to be called dawn in the 


‘a glue. There are some veritable sticklers for the antiquity of the 

- art, who place the erection of this statue to the scarcely more than 

mythical Phillatius as evidence of the existence of book-binding before the Christian 
era. These antiquaries are however of the rabid kind, of a trusting nature, and in no wise 
appalled by the deplorable fate of poor Oldbuck, tor here, unlike the ‘ Kaim of Kinprunes,’ 
there’s nobody to “‘ mind the bigging o’t,” and an A. D. L. L. may stand for Agricola Di- 
cavit Libens Lubens, fearless of any sacrilegious translation into an ‘‘ Aiken Drum’s Lang 
Ladle.” It is, no doubt, that these same have exerted considerable of that ingenuity no wise 
remarkable in antiquaries, in misapplying the reference of Photius as to a binder of books, 
when Phillatius was most probably the first to invent or apply glue to the sticking together 
of parchment or papyrus to make one continuous roll. This somewhat fallacious Phillatius 
story we take ‘cum grano salis,’"ut our readers are welcome to their own deductions about 
the glue business, though it would certainly stick in any but a genuine antiquary’s capacious 
swallow to claim the venerable but rather mythical Phillatius as the originator of book- 
binding. We should be very happy, though, to adopt him as the Patron Saint of the art, 
and we would fain treat our readers with his portrait, but, alas! its rarity is.beyond unique.*

of glue. Disp. I]. De Ornamentis Librorum Veterum p. 47. Have the workshops of Messrs. Staggemier, 
Kalthoeber, Hering, Walther, Lewis, Clarke, &c., &c., busts of this said Phillatius ? Or, may we not ‘move the 
previous question ’—do busts of the said Phillatius exist ?—for to H1m must the homage be paid of being con- 
sidered as the Fatuer oF Boox-sinpinc! When once the leaves were put safely together, the subsequent 
stages of covering, and ornamenting, &c., seem to have been matters of course. The canoe was made: it floated 
of its own accord. However, Leo Allatius (and Leo Allatius ‘is an honorable man,’ see vol. I, p. XXXII) says 
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The manuscripts of the ancients being written on papyrus and parchment, and put upon 
rollers, were, of course, not in a shape to admit of binding, considering the term in its modern 
acceptation. By the bye, we may as well mention that the ancients made their manuscripts with- 
out even the convenience and comfort of a desk. From many manuscripts and early books, 
and especially from the Dioscorides published by Lambecius,we have representations of Scribes, 
whose only desk was their knees. We have, however, our individual doubts as to the 
universality of this uncomfortable and tedious mode. No doubt the knees were the earliest 
desk, and probably frequently employed, for a line of Homer’s Iliad is, besides the early manu- 
scripts, conclusive proof. But the use of some desk or support cannot have been long delayed, 
for what Greek or Roman could be so accommodatingly constructed as to write for long 
periods without possessing sufficient of mortal weakness to feel tired with his back bended 
double, and his knees up to his chin, or not to have possessed sufficient gumption to find 
something easier. Doctor Dibdin quietly asks if a desk can satisfactorily be proved to have 
existed before the VIIth century. So poor antiquity must suffer by default! If this 
digression on desks be pardoned we shall proceed trom the undefined embryonic to 
the nascent state of the art. Isaac Vossius says that, in his apprehension, King 
Attalus was the first who ordered books to be sguared—in whose time was discovered a more 
ready process of cleaning skins on both sides, whereas before they were written only upon one 
side. However (he continues,) although the custom of sgwarzng commenced with Attalus, 
the previous method of a long roll, continued till the days of Catullus and Cicero, and some 
time afterwards. Now, it requires no antiquarian ingenuity to ascertain the next natural 
step, which was the arrangement of these pieces of squared parchment into twos, fours, 
&c., as folios and quartos and then! book-binding isa tangible thing, for what could follow but 
that these leaves would be cared for by inclosure in some durable, protecting cover—say of 
wood, vellum, or leather. ‘The ancients used, in the preparation of these leaves, the Pumex, 
the Cedrium and Umbilicus, severally the polisher, the antiseptic and moth-destroying ‘cedar 
oil, and the boss, or piece of wood to which the parchment was attached. The ornamen- 


tation and carving of this boss, no doubt, being suggestive to the later decorators of book- 
bindings. 


The ancient diptycha ana triptycha of wood, ivory, metal, &c., enclosing the waxed tab- 
lets upon which the Greek and Romans wrote with the Stilus, probably gave the form to the 
modern book, These diptycha were frequently carved and otherwise elaborately ornament- 
ed. The invention of papyrus naturally resulted in its substitution for the waxed tablets 
and the sheets of papyrus would receive a protection of the same character as that afforded to 


the tablets. Some of these diptycha have been preserved to modern times, and resemble in 
size our ordinary octavos, 


Libri Plicatiles and Volumina were ancient terms applied to manuscript parchment, indi- 
ative of its form,—consequently the modern term volume is anomalous, The name given 
to the ancient thing which merely expressed its form has been, regardless of propriety, applied 
to the modern substitute. The art of sticking or sewing together the leaves in a movable 
back between two pieces of skin, wood, iverv, metal, &c., came into usage among the an- 
cients, so soon as they found books of a square or oblong form more convenient and comfort- 
able to read than the primitive roll. 


Ornamentation was soon applied to this early binding, at first possessing no other merit 
than solidity, and having in view no other object than the preservation of the books. This 


that the skins with which the ancients used sometimes to make their books were put together by means ofa 
thread or string only, and not with glue.” Nor must we forget the ‘lora rubra’ of Catullus, in his splendid 
description of ancient bibliomaniacal luxury, which words (from the note of Vulpius, edit. Catulli, 1737, p.-77) 
should seem to mean thongs of red leather, to tie up the rolls in a cylindrical form—‘ majoris elegantiz causa. 
Hence the red-tape of the lawyer! And Mabillon (De Re Diplom. p. 32) mentions two vellum-skin bulls of 
Pope John XIII, which were fastened together in the middle, ‘ membraneo vinculo ;’ but these are somewhat 
solitary positions and must not be considered as detracting from the reputation of the mighty Puttrativs. In 
Cicero’s time (from his I1Vth letter in the IVth book of his Epistles to Atticus), we have un- 
equivocal attestation of the use of glue. The orator tells his friend to send him some two of his Librarians, who, 
amongst other things, might conglutinate his books,’ &c.— Dihbdin. 





; 
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ornamenting was rapidly elevated to an intimate relation with the luxuries of Greek and 
Roman civilization. Books were laid flat upon the shelves of the library, and the titles were 
written upon the sides. ‘The wooden covers were not considered sufficient protection to 
books of value, and a piece of leather was placed upon the board as a protection against dust 
and the effect of attrition. The book was closed bya leather strap or thong, several times 
wrapped around it. This thong or strap was replaced at a later period by the clasp. In 
some cases the volume was enveloped in a thick wrapper, or inclosed in a shield of skin and 
wood. 


In the times of Cicero book-binding was not a very widely expanded art. Cicero, in his let- 
ters to Atticus, desires of him two of his slaves, skillful book-binders (Ligatores Librorum.) 
Some of these early books, with their ponderous wooden covers and huge bosses 
and clasps (to say nothing of their contents) were weighty enough.* Poor Petrarch pretty 
nearly got his quietus for being o’er much devoted to heavy reading, for these very Epistolx 
ad Atticum fell upon his left leg, and so wounded it, that he was threatened with amputa- 
tion. Probably the poet gave way to his inclinations to somnolence during some prolonged 
“*small hour” cogitation, and the relaxation of his muscles permitting free action to the 
gravity of the subject—became a subject of no inconsiderable gravity to the unfortunate poet. 
This manuscript, once the property of Petrarch, is preserved in the Laurentian Library in Flor- 
ence. ‘The work is remarkable for its caligraphy and workmanship. The binding is of the 
Vith century. Its corners and clasps are brass. We give ready credence to the story of 
Petrarch’s accident. We have before us now a folio some four hundred years old, 
with heavy wooden covers and corners of wrought iron, which could not fail, in falling from 
a table or shelf, to carry death and destruction to anything in the shape of feet or legs which 
should unfortunately interpose. Square books, notwithstanding their convenience as to form, 
had not yet generally supplanted the rolls,except in the Levant, where this accessory art had 
taken animmense stride. In the notice of the Dignities of the Empire of the Orient (Notitia 
Dignitatum Imperii), written about 450, it appears that certain officers of the empire carried 
in the public ceremonies, large square books, containing the administrative instructions of 
the Emperor. These books were bound in green, red, blue, or yellow leather, shut by leather 
straps or clasps and ornamented with little lozenge-shaped and horizontal gold lines, with the 
portrait of the Sovereign painted or gilded on the side of the cover. 


From the fifth century, bindings were richly ornamented by the goldsmith and lapidary. 
These plied their arts in the ornamentation, decoration and enrichment of the furniture of 
churches and palaces. slittering gold, shining silver, and sparkling jewels making ostenta- 
tious luxuries of books of religion, caused St Jerome toexclaim, “‘ Books are covered with pre- 
cious stones, whilst Christ dies naked at the gate of his temple.” 


It is one of these rich bindings which still covers the Greek prayer-book given to the Bas- 
ilica de Monza, by Theodolinda, Queen of the Lombards, about the year 600. These lavish 
goldsmiths’ bindings were, however, almost exclusively confined to books of a religious char- 
acter. Though manuscripts adorned with precious metals and stones were kept as reliques in 
the treasuries of churches, abbeys, and palaces, books for ordinary use were simply covered 
with wood or skin, but mot without the bestowing of considerable attention in view of the 
preservation of the volumes, Many documents still exhibited in monasteries are witness to 
the minute care with which books were bound and preserved. 


After the books had been pressed and bound between two pieces of hard, sound and dura- 
ble wood, various kinds of skin were employed to cover them. In the North the skins of 
seals and sharks seem to have been in much use—elsewhere the skin of a sow seems to have 
had preference. 





* Did we repose the same faith in the verity of the statements of the juicy, jolly old author of Pantagruel. 
as does a late writer on American Antiquities, we should quote, as apropos of weight, books, “‘ the huge 
pantofied breviary” of that famous stuffer Gargantua :—“‘its weight, what in grease, clasps, parchment, and 


cover, little more or less than eleven hundred and six pounds.” % 
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Luxurious bindings have been the cause of the destruction of a multitude of precious 
manuscripts. At the sacking of cities, covers enriched by the goldsmith’s and lapidary’s art, 
were well adapted to excite the cupidity of pillagers, nothing loth to yield to the temptations 
exposed to them in the riches of monasteries and palaces. Of course, jewels were plucked out 
and the covers ruthlessly torn up to have the silver and gold broken away and melted. On 
the other hand, the sumptuous, the magnificent bindings of bibles, prayer-books, missals, &c., 
which have been the property of royal or wealthy persons, have certainly secured the preser- 
vation of a number of these curious manuscripts, which otherwise would have been mutilated, 
defaced, or entirely destroyed. Thus is preserved to our times the famous manuscript of Sens, 
bound in two plates of ivory, sculptured in relief, representing the fetes of Bacchus, 


Many of the antique cameos are of considerable interest to the student of Greek and 
Roman archeology. 


The great collections of Europe, whose fortune it is to possess, exhibit with ‘pride, 
these rare and venerable bindings, ornamented with gold, silver, or copper, carved or inlaid 
with precious stones, colored glass, cameos and antique ivories. (See the illustration, a re- 
presentation of the binding of a prayer-book of the 11th century, gold, ornamented with pre- 
cious stones, representing Christ crucified and the Virgin and St. John at the foot of the 
cross. )* 


The richest specimens of binding are traceable to the age of Charlemagne, when such an 
impulse was given to everything connected with literature that the decoration of manuscripts 
was carried to a high degree of perfection. Among the booksof this period must be promi. 
nently mentioned the book of Hours, written with letters of gold upon purple parchment, 
bound with red velvet, given by Charlemagne himself to the city of Toulouse, now preserved 
in the Louvre ; also the prayer-book given to the Abbey of Saint Riquier, ‘covered with 
plates of silver, and ornamented with gold and gems,” and that of St. Maximin de Treves, 
which belonged to Ada, daughter of Pepin and sister of Charlemagne. An engraven agate 
set in the binding of this last book represents Ada, the Emperor, and his sons, 

History makes mention of a great number of beautiful prayer books, written on purple vel- 
lum in letters of gold and silver, and which were no less remarkable for the magnificence of 
their bindings—the majority belonging to the epoch of Charlemagne and his successors.

Dibdin thus discourses upon the folios : 

“ Of early quartos we shall presently speak, and 
alike of folios ; but in regard to the frst folio edition 
of 1623, it may not be irrelative or unamusive to ill- 
ustrate the advantages of an ‘ uNsoiLep”’ copy, by 
the following anecdote from Steevens, in his Va- 
riorum edition of 1793, repeated in the two sub- 
sequent and enlarged editions by Reed, and in Ma- 
lone’s edition, by Boswell, vol. 11., p. 658. The usu- 
ally soiled condition of this precious folio has been al- 
luded to, at p. 727, (327) ante. The following is 
Steven’s account of it. ‘ Of all the volumes, those of 
popular entertainment are soonest injured. It 
would be difficult to find four folios that are oftener 
found in dirty and mutilated condition, than this first 
assemblage of Shakespeare's Plays, God's Revenge 
against Murder, the Gentleman’s Recreation and Fohnson’s 
Lives of the Highwaymen, Though Shakespeare was 
not, like Fox, the Martyrologist, deposited in churches, 
to be thumbed by the congregation, he generally took

post on our hall tables, and that a multitude of his 
pages have “their effect of gravy”” may be imputed to 
the various eatables set out every morning on the same 
boards, 

It should seem that most of his readers were so 
chary of their time, that (like Pistol who knows his leek 
and swears all the while,) they fed and studied at the 
same instant. I have repeatedly met with thin flakes 
of pie-crust between the leaves of our author. These 
unctuous fragments remaining long in clese confine- 
ment, communicated their grease to several pages 
deep on each side of them. Itis easy enough to con- 
ceive how such accidents might happen; how Aunt 
Bridget’s mastication might be disordered at the sud- 
den entry of the ghost into the Queen’s closet, and 
how the half chewed morsel dropped out of the gap- 
ing Squire’s mouth, when the visionary Banqno seated 
himself in the chair of Macbeth. Still it is no small 
elogium on Shakespeare, that his claims were more 
forcible than those of hunger. Most of the folios now 
extant are known to have belonged to ancient families 
resident in the councry. Since our breakfasts have 
become less gross our favorite authors have escaped 
with fewer injuries; not that, (as a very nice friend 
of mine observes,) those who read with a coffe-cup 
in their hands, are to be numbered among the con- 
tributors to bibliothical purity. I claim the merit of 
being the first commentator on Shakespeare, who 
strove with becoming seriousness, to account for the 
frequent stains that disgrace the earliest folio edition of 
his Plays, which is now become the most expensive 
single book in our language; for, what other English 
volume without plates, and printed since the year 
1600, is known to have sold more than once for 
35/. 14s. 

To the latter part of these observations Mr. Bos- 
well has added the following remarks : 

It has become still more expensive, Ipse miserrimus 
gave a much larger sum at Mr. Kemble’s sale; but I 
could not bring myself to a cold calculation of the value 
of a copy which was at once a memorial of Shake- 
speare and of Kemble; yet another word about early 
quartos and folios of Shakespeare. It is said above 
that these “moved the bile” of Prynne; that they 
did so is unquestionable; for hear what he says of 
them in the preface, “to the Christian Reader” of 
his Histriomastis, published in 1633, 4to—the year 
ensuing the second folio of Shakespeare. Some PLay- 
Books, since ] first undertook this subject are grown 
from quarto into folio, which yet bear so good a price 
and sale, that I cannot, but with grief relate ic; they 
are now new, printed on far better paper than most 


| octavo or quarto Bibles, which hardly find such vent 





as they; this is accompanied by the two following 
marginal annotations; among others, ‘ SHAKESPEERE’S 
Pvaizs are printed on the best crowne paper, far better 
than most Bibles.” ‘Above 40,000 Play-bookes have 
been printed and vented within these two yeares. If 
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the fact be as Prynne states it, how fruitless the at- 
tempt to bibliographise thoroughly, the department of | 
Tue Drama!” 

Dibdin mentions thirty copies of the first folio, which 
he separates into three distinct classes, according to 
condition. Mr, Moore is counted in the first. 

Garrick’s copy cost 1/. 16s,, and was sold for, in 
(1823,) 34/. 2s. 6d. Dr. Wright’s copy, in 1787, 
brought 10/, The Duke of Roxburghe’s copy cost 
him 35/. 14s., andsold for 100/. (See Bibi. Decam.) 
Kemble’s copy was purchased, in 1822, by Jas. Bos- 
well, for r12/. 7s. In 1824, Mr. Thorpe catalogued 
the four folios for 100/, and Mr. Pickering at 95/. 

The copy which had belonged to Steevens, and was 
purchased at the sale of his library, by Dr. Burney, 
wanted the title and portrait; the latter being sup- 
plied by a fac-simile drawing by Steevens, The verses 
were from the second edition; many of the leaves 
have stains and ink marks; it has a MS. note by 
Steevens, which inform us that the copy was given to 
bim by Jacob Tonson, in 1765, and that it had passed 
through the hands of Theobald, and Dr. Johnson, 
the /atter not having improved its condition.” 

“An old Birmingham second-hand book catalogue 


of 1793 tempts Mr. Cadby, of that city, to quote some | 


of its prices, to show the change in the value of , 


books: a Folio Shakespeare or 1664, by Heminge 
and Condale, in good preservation, 30s,, worth more 
than that in pounds now; Heywood’s ‘ History of 
Women,’ 2s. 6d. (perhaps 3/ now;) Dugdale’s War- 
wickshire, 3/. (now 35/.), Penny Histories, at 7d. per 
quire, and Ballads at 24d. or 3s 6d, the ream (turn 
pence into pounds for the present price,)—The Funny 
Jester, 6d. One book has gone down in price, Cham- 
ber’s Dictionary, 5 vols. folio, 10 guineas in 1793; it 
cannot be worth 10s. now.” —Atheneum,

Brydges’ estimate of Miss Seward.—The 
following ought to be added to your André- 
ana:

After he entered the British army, he was employed 
by the ministry to conduct a corps of Hessians from 
Hesse Cassel. When in Germany he formed an in- 
timacy with Voss, the poet. The following memorials 
of their friendship are taken from the “* German Mu- 
seum, or Monthly Repository of the Literature of Ger- 
many,” (3 vols.

18. The editor observes :

We print 
them now, however, with the hope that some one 
interested in the subject will follow the suggestion of 
our correspondent, and give the readers of the Bibli- 
opolist a translation of the lines of Voss. 


Major André’s Execution.—As a con- 
stant reader, I have observed in “N. & 
Q.” three different notices of this unfortu- 
nate officer, sent by your correspondent 
Serviens. Desirous as he is of obtaining 
further information, I send the following 
notice of Major André’s execution, which I 
have taken from Harper’s Magazine for 
August, 1855, pp, 419, 420.:— 

‘*On ‘Independence Day’ we took steamer for 
the County of Rockland, determined to pass the 
Fourth in peace and quietness, and desirous of re- | 
freshing our patriotism amidst scenes hallowed by the 
sacred memories of the revolution. We visited 
Washington’s headquarters at the little village ‘of 
Tappan; the ‘Seventy-Six House,” where André | 
was confined, the place where he was executed, the | 
grave where he was buried, and whence he was ex- | 
humed, We conversed with a venerable lady who 
gave him four beautiful peaches on the morning on 





which he went forth to die. ‘He thanked me with 
a sweet smile, she said; ‘ but somehow or ’nother 
he didn’t seem to have no appetite. He only bit 
one of ’em,’ 

‘¢ Standing by his grave, we could see, across the 
broad Hudson the very place where he was arrested 
by Van Wart, Williams, and Paulding, and the 
gleaming of the white monument erected to their 
memory; the place where Washington stood when 
André went forth to die, and the stone-house whence 
he was taken to die upon a gallows, 

“ The following account of Major André’s execu- 
tion is one of the most minute and interesting that 
we have ever read. It was furnished to Mr. Wil- 
liam G. Haeselbarth of Rockland County the histo- 
ry of which he is engaged in writing. It was taken 
down from the lips of a soldier in Col, Baldwin’s 
regiment, a part of which was stationed a short dis- 
tance from where poor André suffered :— 


*€¢ One of our men, whose name was Armstrong, 
being one of the oldest and best workmen at his 
trade in the regiments, was selected to make his 
coffin; which he did, and painted it black, as was 
the custom at that period.’ 

* At this time André was confined in what was 
called the Old Dutch Church, a small stone build- 
ing with only one door, and closely guarded by six 
sentinels, When the hour appointed for his execue 
tion arrived, which was at two o’clock in the after 
noon, a guard of 300 men were paraded at the place 
of confinement. A kind of procession was formed 
by placing the guard in single file on each side of 
the road, In front were a large number of Ameri- 
can officers of high rank on horseback, These were 
followed by the wagon containing André’s coffin; 
then a large number of officers on foot, with André 
in their midst. The procession wound slowly up a 
moderately rising ground, about a quarter of a mile 
to the west. On the top was a field without any 
enclosure; and on this was a very high gallows, 
made by setting up two poles, or crotchets, and lay- 
ing a pile on the top. The wagon that contained 
the coffin was drawn directly under the gallows. In 
a short time André stepped into the hind end of the 
wagon, then on his coffin, took off his hat and laid 
it down; then placed his hands upon his hips, and 
walked very uprightly back and forth, at the same 
time casting up his eyes to the pole over his head, 
He was dressed in a complete British uniform. His 
coat was of the brightest scarlet, faced and trimmed 
with the most beautiful green, His under clothes, 
vest and breeches, were of bright buff; he had a long 
and beautiful head of hair, which, agreeably to the 
fashion, was wound with a black ribbon, and hung 
down his back. 

“ ¢Not many minutes after, he took his stand on 
the coffin; the executioner stepped into the wagon 
with a halcer in his hand, one end of which was 
what the soldiers in these days called a hangman’s 
knot, which he attempted to put over the head and 
around the neck of André, but, by a sudden move- 
ment of his hand this was prevented. André now 


took off the handkerchief from his neck, unpinned 
his shirt collar; and deliberately took the cord of the 
halter, put it over his head, and placed the knot di- 
rectly under the right ear, and drew it very snugly 
to his neck. 


He then took from his pocket a hand- 
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kerchief, and tied it before his eyes. This done, the 
officer who commanded spoke in rather a loud voice, 
and said, ** his hands must be tied.” André at once 
pulled down the handkerchief which he had just 
put over his eyes, and drew from his poeket a second 
handkerchief which he gave to the executioner. 
Having again bandaged his eyes, the executioner 
tied his arms just above the elbow, and behind his 
back. The rope was then made fast to the pole over 
head. The wagon was very suddeniy drawn from 
under the gallows, which together with the length 
of the rope, gave him a most tremendous swing back 
and forth, but in a few minutes he hung entirely 
still. During the whole transaction he seemed as 
little daunted as John Rogers, when he was about to 
be burned at the stake, although his countenance 
was rather pale. He remained hanging from twenty 
to thirty minutes, and during that time, the cham- 
bers of death were never stiller than the multitude 
by whom he was surrounded, Orders were given to 
cut the rope, and take him down without letting him 
fall. This was done, and his body carefully laid on 
the ground. 

“Shortly after the guard was withdrawn, and 
spectators were permitted to come forward to view 
the corpse; but the crowd was so great, that it was 
some time before I could get an opportunity. When 
I was able to do this, his coat, vest and breeches had 
been taken off, and his body laid in a coffin covered 
by some under-clothes. The top of the coffin was 
not put on. I viewed the corpse more carefully than 
I had ever done that of any human being before. 
His head was very much on one side, in consequence 
of the manner in which the halter had drawn up his 
neck. His face appeared to be greatly swollen, and 
very black, resembling a high degree of mortification. 
It was indeed a most shocking sight to behold. 
There were at this time two young men of uncom- 
mon short stature, standing at the foot of the coffin. 
They were not more than four feet high. Their 
dress was extremely gaudy. One of them had the 
clothes just taken from André hanging on his arms. 
I] took particular pains to learn who they were; and 
was informed they were his servants, sent up from 
New York to take care of his clothes, but what other 
business I did not learn. 

*¢¢T now turned to take a view of the executioner, 
who was still standing by one of the posts of the gal- 
lows. I walked near enough to him to have laid 
my hand upon his shoulders, and looked him directly 
in the face, He appeared to be about twenty-five 
years of age; his beard of some two weeks growth, 
and his whole face covered with what appeared to 
me to have been taken from the outside of a grease 
pot. A more frightful looking creature I never be- 
held. His whole countenance bespoke him to be a 
fx instrument for the business he had been doing. 
I remained upon the spot until scarcely twenty per- 
sons were left; but the coffin was still beside the 
grave, which had previously been dug. I returned 
to my tent with my mind deeply imbued with the 
shocking scene which I had been called on to wit- 
ness.”’

In the above extract, we find an inter- 
esting and truly painful description of the 
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last moments and death of a most gallant 
and unfortunate officer. But it should be 
remembered that he had a fair trial for his 
life before a court martial, and was not con- 
demned on any doubtful authority. The 
papers and drawings found concealed in his 
boots, at the time of his capture, but too 
certainly proved his crime, and sealed his 
fate. He is sent on a desperate service who 
acts as a spy in the time of war. Any one 
engaging in it well knows, whether he be 
civilian or soldier, that if he succeeds in his 
object, his fortune is made; if he fails, he 
goes to his grave. Major André failed, and 
perished ; and a brave young American offi- 
cer, who was captured within the British 
lines, having volunteered for a similar des- 
perate service, failed also; and met, in as 
cool and courageous a manner, a similar 
fate. His biography has not, that I am 
aware of, been written; neither has a mon- 
ument been raised to his memory. 

Before closing this note, which I fear may 
occupy too much space in the “‘N. & Q.,” 
I would only remark, that a lineal descend- 
ant of a most distinguished American officer, 
who sat on Major André’s court martial, is 
now in the English army, and has served 
with distinction in the present war.

Major André,—H. H. and J. R. Haig, 
who take so much interest in the unfortu- 
nate Major André, will not be displeased 
by my informing them that I possess an en- 
graving, dated Oct. 4, 1780, bearing the 
following inscription : 

“ A Representation of Major John André, Adju- 
tant-General to the King’s Forces in North Amer- 
ica, going from the ‘Vulture’ Sloop of War to the 
Haverstraw Bay in Hudson’s River, the night of the 
23d of September, 1780, in a Boat which was sent 
for him (accompanied by a Mr. Smith) under the 
Sanction of a Flag of Truce, by Major-General Ar- 
nold, who then commanded the Rebel Forces in 
that District, 

* ‘The above is an exact Copy of a Drawing sketch- 
ed with a pen by Major André himself the Morning 
on which he was to have been executed, with a de- 
sire, it is supposed, of perpetuating a Transaction 
which terminated most fatally for him; and found 
on his table with other Papers the next day (being 
that of his death) by his Servant, and delivered by 
him on his arrival at New York, to Lt.-Col, Crosbie 
of the 22d Regt, who has caused this Engraving to 
be taken from the Original in his possession, as a 
small mark of his Friendship for that very valuable 
and unfortunate Officer.” 


I will only observe that the sketch of this 
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night-scene is a very spirited production, 
and was given to my father by his friend 
General Simcoe, some time Governor of 
Upper Canada. May it not be the portrait 
to which your correspondent H. H. refers 
as having been drawn by himself on the 
morning intended for his execution?

from an American Farmer, (Hector St. 


John], 1793, what a goodly company he is 
in ! 


“JT found very few books among these people; 
they have very little time for reading; the bible and 
a few tracts, both in the Natlic and English langua- 
ges, constituted their most numerous libraries. I saw, 
indeed, several copies of Hudibras, and Josephus; 
It is 
something extraordinary to see this people, professedly 


| so grave, and strangers to every branch of literature, 
| reading with pleasure the former work, which would 

seem to require some degree of taste and antecedent 
| 


historical knowledge. They all read it much, and 
can by memory repeat many passages; which yet I 


| could not discover that they understood the beauties 


of. Is it not a little singular to see these books in 
the hands of fishermen, who are perfect strangers al- 
most to any other? Josephus’s history is indeed in- 
telligible, and much better for their modes of educa- 
tion and taste ; as it describes the history of a people 
from whom we have received the prophecies which 
we believe, and the religious laws which we follow.” 


Marriage Ceremonies Among the Cartb- 
bees.—P. Gumitta, in his book entitled 
? Orignogue Illustrée, says, the Caribbees 
make their daughters fast four days preced- 
ing their marriage. ‘The ceremonies of 
their marriages are very singular. ‘The men 
and women are crowned with flowers, and 
they assemble in a wood at the sound of a 
great number of various instruments, with 
their chief marching in front; and before 
they quit the wood, a plate of meat is 
brought, which the chief throws upon the 
ground, saying these words, ‘‘ There, take 
that, thou wicked demon, and leave us in 
tranquility this day.” 

The company then goes dancing all the 
way to the door of the new married couple; 
they find them walking in a circle of old 
women, half of them crying, and the other 
half laughing heartily; the first party sings 
these words: ‘‘ Oh, my child, if you knew 
the trouble and embarrassment of taking 
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care of a fa rmily, you would not have taken 
a husband.’ ‘The second party sings, 
Ah, my child, if you knex the pleasure 
of taking care of a family, you would have 
taken a husband lo my Since. 

Thus, the young men and women dance, 
the old women cry and laugh, the musicians 
make a great noise, the childven cry loudly, 
and the new married couple remain silent 
spectators; at length they arrange them- 
selves round a table covered with turtles; 
they all get drunk, and remain drinking till 
next day. 

The Mode of Electing Chiefs Among 
the Caribbees,—The manner in which these 
people elect their chiefs, the necessary qual - 
ifications to entitle them to supreme com- 
mand, and the torments which they must 
suffer before ‘they are elected, are no less 
extraordinary than their marriage ceremo- 
nies. 

The person who offers himself for a chief 
must give the whole nation proots of his 
swiftness, address, and valour; for which 
purpose he is conducted naked to the mid- 
dle of a broad plain, when the other chiefs 
and great Indians, each in their turn, lash 
him with a whip until they are tired, for 
all of which he must not utter a single sigh. 

The next day they make him lay in a 
hammock, into which each throws a handful 
of large stinging insects, and they stick so 
close to their prey, that he is obliged to cut 
them in two to make them quit their prize 

The third proof is with fire; they sus- 
spend the candidate unto a tree, and under 
him the other ‘chiefs light some large fag- 
gots, and when they perceive the unhappy 
probationer cannot sustain the torture any 
longer, they gradually diminish the quantity 
of fire. Ifthe least complaint escapes him 
during these three trials, he is declared un- 
worthy of being at the head of the nation 
—-Anecdotes Hist. and Lit., 1796. 


We ate obliged to our correspondent for 
sending us the following Frankliniana: we 
insert it, however, with somewhat of de- 
mur, as it is scarcely novel to ordinary 
American readers, having been used by 
Parton in his popular life of the great phi- 
losopher. 

Dr, Franklin.—The mention by E. L, 
S. of Temple Franklin, a reputed natural 
son of the great philosopher, recalls some- 
thing else corroborative tomy mind Some 
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great men, by the way, are better not look- 
ed at too close. Amusing myself recently 
by making an index to the diary in MSS _ of 
my great- -grandf ather TI’, H., governor of the 
then province of Massachusetts Say, rang 
ing from June 1, 1774, to his death in 1780, 
I came upon a passage relating to the Frank- 
lins. Under date Aug. 20, 1779, being in 
London and residing in Sackville Street, the

is only brother to the Duke of Rutland, and is now

He calls her 
Dido ’’— 


and so on; but the passage referring to the 
philosopher is this :— 

‘** Dr. Franklin being mentioned, my Lord said 
that he [Franklin] carried his grandson (which, by 
the way, is the natural son of his natural son, both 
by street women) to Voltaire, who said to the Boy— 
Love God and Liberty, 1 observed to his Lordship, 
that it was difficult to sav which of those words had 
been most used to bad purposes. He seemed pleased 
with my remark,” 

Here is a pretty geneology. Perhaps E. 
LS. can identify the father of the boy with 
the person of whom he speaks,

“Dr. Franklin’s eldest son William died 
in London, Nov. 1813. His wife, whom 
he married in London, 1762,” just ony he 
was appointed governor of New Jersey died 
in 1777. As he took the side of the | loyal- 
ists in the revolution he went to England 
after the war, received a pension from the 
king, and remained there till his death. He 
had an only son, William Temple, who died 
without issue. (See Appendix to the Life 
of Franklin by Jared Sparks, i.

que tyrannis”? His son William Franklin, 
Esq., was in 1770 governor of New Jersey, 
North America; and when Dr. Franklin 
was sent over to Europe in a diplomatic ca- 
pacity, his grandson William Temple Frank- 
lin accompanied him as an amanuensis. It 
was he who subsequently 


“ Presented to the Republic of Letters the authen- 
tic and most interesting memorials of Benjamin 
Franklin, illustrative of his Life and Times.” 
There is no question as to the legitimacy 
of both son and grandson. Of the former 
it is said :— 

“Governor Franklin filled his high and honoura- 
ble situation with equal credit to himself and advan- 
tage to the province till the commencement of the 
American revolution, when, unlike most of the gov- 
ernors of the other provinces at that eventful period, 
he remained undismayed at his post, till he was seiz- 
ed by the revolutionary government, conveyed to a 
distant part of the country, and rigorously detained 
as a prisoner for near two years, when he was eventu- 
ally liberated in 1778 in exchange for an American 
general officer. His loyalty and monarchical! princi- 
ples remained undiminished to his death in 1813.” 


In a letter of Dr. Franklin to his son, of 
Oct. 6, 1773, he says :— 

“JT know your sentiments differ from mine on 
these subjects. You are athorough government man, 
which I do not wonder at, nor do I aim of converting 
you. I only wish you to act uprightly and steadily.” 

They were of course estranged by this 
during the whole of the American contest, 
but later were reconciled. May I be al- 
lowed, in confirmation of this assertion, to 
transcribe the feelingly expressed sentiments 
of the great philosopher in a letter address- 
ed to his son from Passy, Aug. 16, 1784. 
the rather that it shows the high esteem the 
grandson, William Temple Franklin, was 
held in abroad :— 

“ Dear Son, I received your letter of the 22d ult., 
and am glad to find that you desire to revive the 
affectionate intercourse that formerly existed between 
us. It will be very agreeable to me; indeed noth- 
ing has ever hurt me so much, and affected me with 
such keen sensations, as to find myself deserted in 
my old age by my only son; and not only deserted, 
but to find him taking up arms* against me in a 
cause wherein my good fame, fortune and life, were 
all at stake. You conceived, you say that your duty 
to your king and regard for your country required 
this. I ought not to blame you for difference in sen- 
timent with me in public affairs, We are men, all 
subject to errors, Our opinions are not in our own 

powers; they are formed and governed much by cir- 
cumstances that are as often as inexplicable as they 
are irresistible. Your situation was such that few 
would have censured your remaining neuter—though

there are natural duties which precede politieal ones, 
and cannot be extinguished by them, This is a disa- 
greeable subject. I drop it. And we will endeavor, 
as you propose, mutually to forget what has happened 
relating to it as well as we can. I send your son 
over to pay his duty to you. You will find him much 
improved. He is greatly esteemed and beloved in 
this country, and will make his way anywhere,” &c.

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Your note on the Basques in the number 
of Notes and Queries for January 22, is of 
more than passing interest. Since the elab- 
orate researches of Lucien Bonaparte and 
those whom I may call his scholars it is 
impossible to doubt for a moment that both 
in grammar and vocabulary Basque is a sistre 
tongue of the Fin, Mogul and other Ugrian 
languages. This is perfectly clear. It is 
also clear that William Humboldt, one of 
the profoundest of modern philologers, has 
proved that the ancestors of the Basques 
were the Iberians, and further that the Ibe- 
rians, far from being a mere colony in an 
obscure corner of Spain and France, were 
spread all over Southern Europe, from Al- 
bania to Cape Finisterre, and even more 
widely. ‘These two facts are now almost 
elementary axioms of ethnology. It is im- 
possible, therefore, to accept the position 
that the Basques are a colony from beyond 
the Atlantic. But this by no means con- 
cludes the question as to the connection of 
the Basques and the Carib population of the 
West Indies, It is by no means a new con- 
jecture. Many of the earlier pioneers of 
philology ‘speak of such a connection as well 
ascertained, and even compare certain lists 
of words. But the subject has slumbered 
for nearly a century. I am at present en- 
gaged in writing a series of papers for the 
Ethnological Society on the earlier ethno- 
graphy of Europe and Asia, and hope to 
deal with the question by-and-bye. Mean- 
while, U should feel very grateful if some of 
your correspondents who take an interest in 
ethnology would put aside all a priorz prob- 
abilities, and compare the grammar and vo- 
cabulary of Basque and Cric, | believe the 
result would repay them amply.

Temperature at the Pole and Equator. 
—The sensations ot heat and cold by no 
means originate entirely from what we call 
difference in climate; innumerable other 
circumstances contribute to excite them. 
Algarotti observes, that when the French 
King sent some mathematicians to measure 
a degree under the polar circle, and the 
King of Spain sent others for the some pur- 
pose to the line, to ascertain the true figure 
of the earth, who would have imagined, 
that those under the equator would suffer 
most by cold, and those under the arctic 
circle most by heat ; and yet this was actu- 


| 
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ally the case. ‘The cold on she summits of 
the Andes was intense, and the heat occa- 
sioned by the length of the polar days, was 
hardly to be borne. P.—Andrews’? Anec- 
dotes. 


Origen of the Basques.—There is no 
reason for supposing an American origin of 
the Basques or the Iberians. In his late 
lecture Professor Huxley has well vindicated 
their high position in the human race, as 
physically and mentally equal to that of the 
Aryans, ‘There is no ground for assuming 
the Basque language to be abnormal. It is 
certainly not so in its grammatical structure, 
and the absence of allied roots in other lan- 
guages is not in reality a matter of philologi- 
cal importance. The languages of the 
Ugro-Tartir stock exhibit great diversity 

The position of the Iberians in Europe 
and Asia is relatively recent, and does not 
compel us to seek a forced origin so remote 
as that assigned by the reviewer. In a pa- 
per read before the Ethnological Society, I 
gave evidence of the presence of the Iberi- 
ans in Asia Minor, which must have barely 
preceded the invasion by the Hellenes, and 
I have suggested that the Trojan war rep- 
resents the last struggles of the Iberians for 
empire in those countries. The Amazon 
or Tibeto-Caucasian nations appear to have 
preceded the Iberians in Asia Minor, where 
they remain as a permanent population, 
There are philological evidences as to the 
Iberians in Greece, Italy and the great is- 
lands of the Mediterranean.
